"a promoter" does not appear to be limited to an art-known promoter for expression of a protein encoded by the claimed nucleic acid 
because the various host cells, for exmaple, central nervous system tumor cell in claim 60 does not appear to be used in the art as a 
protein expression host with an art known "promoter". It is not clear which "promoter" could be used in various host cells. The newly 
claimed promoter requires further search in context of Gene-13 protein encoding nucleic acid. 
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
